.vere compelled to devote their chief 
energies to saving tbe tanks of tho 
standard Oil company, while a lumber 
storehouse close by was

mass of flames. These oil tanks are 
scattered at different points "through- 
out the city and in case of fire con- 
itltute a very serious menace to the 
safety of life and properly. 
It would 


appear to bo the duty of the company 
to cover Its tnnks with some non- 
combustible material so tbat the dan- 
ger of their catching fire "or of being 
exploded by a fire In the vicinity, 
might as far as possible bo overcome. 
These tanks should he in the outskirts 
of tho city and not In the centre of 
any business or manufacturing dis- 
trict. They are here located in tho 
mirtst of the lumber and Iron indus- 
tries and close to the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford freight yards. 


If they were to catc'n flre or explode, 


they would spread 
destruction 
all 


around tho neighborhood. 


CASE OF PROFITEERING 


During the war period the increase 


in the price of building material was 
greater than that of most other neces- 
sary product. There have been slight 
reductions In several kinds of build- 
Ing material; but It would require a 
groat many such to get back to nor- 
mal. 


It appears that all the reductions 


that have been announced were made 
under the pressure of poor business 
and in an effort to Induce sales. But 
Ju$t as soon as the orders begin to 
increase, the prices seem to rebound 
upward. 
•- It appears, therefore, that 


although building material has been 
somewhat reduced In price, the deal- 
ers will revert to the hi?h-prlced scale 
Just as soon as there is any general 
increase in building operations. Lo- 
cal builders have proof of this tenden- 
cy In a form that Is eating up their 
profits. Contractor Daniel If. Walker 
had delivered a few carloads of lime 
of a special kind this week and It cost 
him H a ton more than the price 
quoted a month ago. Another firm 
received a consignment of lathes at 
JIO, for which the price quoted a. 
month ago was SS. Similar increases 
are reported on other materials so 
that apparently the dealers axe mere- 
ly waiting for an Improvement In the 
building business to Jump their prices 
upward. 


Inasmuch as there has been very 


little building for the last few years, 
H is obvious that a building 
boom 


must corr.c in the near future. 
The 


dealers in building material apparent- 
ly are simply waiting for the arrival 
of the bnorn to restore war prices un- 
less there Is some regulation by the 
government. 


This is nothing more nor less than 


profiteering at the txpenpo of the poo- 
pie: and It is to ho hoped that It will 
be stamped out by the government. 
eo that tho profiteers will not he al- 
lowed to stand In the pith 
of

near future- from the housing short
